CHAPTER LXVIIL.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE A SBEVERAL JUDGMENT TO BE
TAKEN, ON FAILURE TO PROVE A JOINT CAUSE OF

Seorion 1. Whenever two or more persons are sued
as joint defendants, and on the trial the plaintiff fails to
prove a joint cause of action against all, but proves a
cause of action ugainst one or more of the defendants,
judgment may be rendered against him or them, against
whom the cause of action is proved.

courts and places without further proof,
